CHICAGO, Jan. 1.—‘The American 
fleet now on its way to the Pacific will 
go down in defeat if it ever engages the 
battleships of Japan,’” declared Baron 
Woldemar Kull, a former officer in the 
Russian Imperial Guard, following an 
address delivered by him last night at 
the Moody Bible Institute. 

“As powerful as this splendid filcet is,”’ 
continued he, ‘‘my opinion that it would

“Many different opinions have been ex- 
pressed in my country as to the present 
wtititude of the ¢ Slates tuwurd 
Japan, but we realize that the fleet 
movement is of tremendous significance.

Rus- 
sia would sympathize, I believe, with 
America, because Japan is her natural 
enemy; but the fangs of the Russian 
bear have been drawn, and I believe that 
America is doomed also to crushing dis- 
aster. 

“I do not say this because I do not 
believe the Americans are brave fighters. 
The Russians are brave kghters, too. 
But America is a business and not a 
military nation. It did not prove itself 
entitled to a place as a military nation 
after the war with Spain, because Spain 
was in its last staggers. 
“There is just ene Way 
America could be returned = victor—by 
her tremendous financial resources. She 
has more money than any nation in the 
world. She might break Japan's cof- 
fers and defeat her in that way. Just 
before coming to Chicago I visited John 
D. Rockefeller, and we had many inter- 
esting sessions of golf. I believe in 
case of war he would show himself a 
true patriot by throwing his vast wealth 
in the breach of disaster.”

The 
English nobility has gone.in for bur- 
rlary, not only injecting dilletante- 
ism into the business, but actually 
depriving us of the occupation: by 
which we earn our daily bread. {rt 
us get together at once, brethren, 
and devise means of counteracting 
this insidious influence.”’ 

These notices were sent out by special 
messengers to every member of the or- 
der and when Prebident Raffles O’Jim- 
my called the meeting to-order the con- 
vention hall was packed to its capacity.

Louis inghe last year was greater than 
in any Similar period of the city’s his- 
tory, according to the annual report 
of George H. Morgan, secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. a 

The net increase in all lines of com- 
mercial and manufacturing endeavor 
was from 5 to 10 per cent. 

During the year new capital to the 
amount of $30,560,695 was invested in St. 
Louis enterprises. 

The number of new factories started 
was 164, with $8,396,600 capital. Estab- 
lishéd manufacturing concerns increased 
their capital $3,380,000. The capital in- 
vested in new wholesale mercantile 


houses amounted to §$5.540,600, and the 
old ones increased $7,475,000.

QUICKER TRIALS HAVE 
CUT DOWN THE NUMBER 
OF JAIL PRISONERS 


Cells Now Hold 161 While in For- 
mer Years 300 Were Crowd- 
ed in Same Space. 


The number of prisoners in the City 
Jail has been brought down to 161. In 
former years as many as 300 were 
crowded into the Jail at this season of 
the year. 

This has resulted in making the lot of 
the prisoners decidedly more pleqsant. 


There are 150 cells in the prison and as 
many of the prisoners prefer to share a 
cell with one another the quarters are 
not crowded. 

Before. the third criminal division of 

the Circuit Court was established cases 
piled up so heavily on the dockets of 
the two other courts that an accused 
man sometimes remained in custody a 
year before he was brought to trial. As 
the Jail furnishings and appointments 
are ancient, as is everything élse in the 
old Four Courts Building, this resulted 
in much hardship both to criminals and 
men accused. 
Complaint after, complaint was made 
to the Circuit Attorney’s office that 
prisoners who stood a good chance of 
acquittal were compelled to submit to 
the inconveniences of the Jail life. for 
many months. As a result all the as- 
sistant ciré@uit attorneys are under in- 
structions to bring the cases assigned‘ 
o*them to trial as soon as possible. 
And Jailer Wolf reports that there is 
no prisoner in his charge now who has 
been waiting. for trial longer than three 
months.

In the course of Judge Brumback’s remarks at 
the conference of circuit and appellate judges 
he referred to Judge Wallace of Kansas City as 
follows: 

We have-today In our county a Judge of Criminal 
Caus@s, a man of the highest personal character, who 
is using his office to prosecute persons accused of 
misdemeanors. He has chosen a grand jury which, 
in his opinion, entertains views regarding certain 
criminal! laws he is attempting to enforce, which 
meet his own, and he is using the press and the pul- 
pit in an effort to secure the enforcement of that 
part of the criminal laws. He has obtained more 
than 1000 informations for misdemeanors, I am told, 
| for infractions of those laws. Now, this course may 
be very well if his views on this question are the cor- 
rect views, but suppose they are not correct? 

Neither the character nor the abilities of Judge 
Wallace are in question in the matter of his at- 
tempt to prevent labor, amusement and mer- 
chandising on Sunday. The point-is whether he 
is acting in harmony with law and if so whether 
the laws which he is enforcing are wise and 
adapted to existing conditions. 

Men of personal character as high and with 
motives as good as may be claimed for Judge 
Wallace are of opinion that he is proceeding 
lawlessly; that his sectarian grand juries are not 
properly drawn; that the laws which he is mak- 
ing effective are not actually in force, being mere 
enabling acts, and that on appeal and review 
practically all that. he has done will be reversed.

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ALCOHOL IN FRANCE. 


From the Hospital. 

Alcoholism in France is held to be 
one of the most terrible scourges of the 
present day, and is also apparently one 
of the chief causes of death. Two years 
ago the Academie de Medecine invited 
members of the medical societies to col- 
lect statistics of all deaths in their 
wards. 

M. Fernet has communicated a sum- 
mary of these statistics and finds that 
during the last 15 months among a 
total of over 1500 deaths occurring in lJ 
different hospitals and asylums alccho!l 
played a part in the cause of death in 
one-third of the cases. It was the prin- 
_[|cipal cause in one-tenth of the deaths, 
and it was the accessory cause in more 
than two-tenths. Alcohol showed a still 
greater influence on mortality. is y- 
lums than in the general hospitals. 

At the Asile Saint Anne 30 out of 
consecutive deaths were among alco- 
holics. In asylums generally alcohol 
was the cause of disease and death in 
nearly half the male cases and in one- 
sixth of the female cases.

Their reports (charts) should be given to pupils with’ in- 
structions to hand them to parents or guardians. Tne form might include the 
words, signed by the teacher: “Your child or ward has been examined by the 
visiting dentist, and you are respectfully advised to have his mouth and teeth 
attended to.’’

T MAY be that French sailors face 
sudden death with cries of fear, 

groveling in abject panic and, at 
the last, fighting one another like scared 
rats for the one remete chance of es- 
cape—a Frenchman wrote “‘The Subma- 
rine,”’ :presented by Olga WNethersole’s 
company at the Olympic last night, and 
ell Paris is still going wild over its 2% 
‘minutes of horror. 

But one couldn't help thinking of that 
strikingly different scene in Havana 
Harbor vine years ago, when Marine 
Sergeant “Bill” Anthony of the Amer- 
leah navy made his way through the 
sudden blackness of awful calamity and, 
standing at salute before Capt. Sigsbee 
of the United States battleship Maine, 
said calmly: 

“Sir, I have the honor to report that 
the ship has been blown up and is sink- 
‘Ing.”’ 

The demand for fortitude was at leas: 
as great on the Maine as on the French 
submarine Feu Follet—266 American sai- 
lors then went down to death maaropbaet 
oned “like dogs in a leafien cage,” as 
one of the French sailors said last night, 
but the Americans died like heroes, not 
like dogs. Let's hope that, even though 
doomed te unnecessary sacrifice by the 
foolhardiness of an opium-crazed com- 
mander, rgnch sailors don't really die 
&& cravenly as they are made to die in 
“The Submarine’’—it’s a tragedy indeed, 
for France, if they do. 

Many Persons Filed, Horror-Stricken. 

Many persons left the Olympic dur- 
ing the progress of this dreadful little 
dramatic ‘‘shocker’’ last night, stricken 
with horror. It was played with almost 
appalling realism by Frank Mills, as 
Commander Leroux of the Feu Folle*;
